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Another Outrage. 

The bill which aduiits ibe larger part of 
the Southern States into the Union, has 
passed the Senate over the veto of the Pres- 
ident, and so far as forms are concerned is 
the law of tlie land. It is thoroughly 
Radical. It completely Africanizes the 
South and commits into the hands of the 
negroes and carpet-baggers the entire po 
litical power. The whites are disfranchis- 
ed and deprived of all participation in the. 
governments of the States. 

The main object of the bill is perfectly 
apparent. The design of the Radicals is to 
control the electoral colleges of these States 
for Grant and Colfax. Likeall their tri- 
umphs, they expect a Presidential victory 
to be won by frainl. They know the 
North will spew tlieir ticket out of its 
month, and to tyrannical governments of 
their own making they look for success 
The coining elections for Congress will 
thin their ranks, which they hope to re- 
cruit by accessions of leaguers, negroes an.l 
ndventurers from the Southern States. — 
Tiiey will perhaps also need more Sena" 
tors. Amhilions aspirants fioin New En- 
gland and Guinea, and Congo, stand rea- 
dy to represent a Southern constituency. 
Rarely has a more shameless and mon- 
strous an injustice been inflicted upon any 
people. Accustomed as v. e arc to the 
most flagrant usurpations and outrageous 
mea.sures, we are appalled at thi.« new stride 
and grasp of power — this huge Colossus of 
despotism, from between wbo-'^e legs the 
free white men of the South are not even 
allowed to peep out. 

Garrett Davis said, upon the occasion 
of the passage of this bill over the veto 
that the electoral vote of the South would 
not be counted in the next Presidential 
election; that this was a white man’s gov- 
ernment, made for white men, by while 
men, and that the negro would never be 
permitted to be an element of political 
power. Mr. Davis but uttered the voice 
of the Democratic mouth and spoke the 
sentiments of the Democratic mind. It is 
time the Radicals knew that the Democrat- 
ic party of the United States do not intend 
to submit to the inauguration of a Presi 
dent chosen by negro electoral votes; and 
that before they will submit to such an 
outrage, force, if neces.sary, will be resort- 
ed to. Confident of the waning strength 
of their nominees in the North, and realiz- 
ing they cannot elect them without the 
vote of the negroized South, the Radicals 
have anointed it with the water of loyally 
and to make strength and carry the next 
President, they have perpetrated a glaring 
wrong upon the white population of sov- 
ereign States. 

YVhenever we surrender the principle 
that this is a white innn’s government 
and his only, the last plank of national 
safety is submerged. The Convention 
which meets at New York, on the 4th of 
July, should speak in clear tones the will 
and purpose of the National Democracy 
on this subject. There will be gathered 
the representative men of the land, and it 
will be their duty to speak. Silence will 
be criminal. Prominent among the reso- 
lutions should be one that tlie Democracy 
condemn the principles and design of this 
Infamous bill; that they are opposed to 
negro supremacy and will never tamely 
submit to the installation of a President 
chosen by negro electoral vote.s, and that 
they will resist with bayonet and sword 
any attempt to break up the great princi- 
ple that underlays all onr faeedom, that 
the Saxon is the dominant race in Ameri 
ca, and will never share power with the 
African or suffer him to usurp sway over 
him. The time has arrived, in view of 
this measure, when bold and decided ac- 
tion should be taken. The feeble bul- 
warks of the ballot may not avail; the 
hiss of bullets and the glare of the torch 
may bring men to reason or at least sub- 
mission. 



Mr. Wadsworth’s Speech. 

\Ye see much wiiltcn about ibis gen- 
tleman’s Flcniingsburg speech. On the 
one side it is landed aa equal to the be.st ef- 
forts of Ucniy Clay, on the other it is 
abused as a very onlinary bhrangne. \Ve 
have read it carefully and it is neither the 
one nor the other. Allhoiigh it bears the 
marks of careful thought and elaborate pre- 
paration, we regard it as vastly inferior 
to many speeches Mr. \V. has made and 
to which we have had the plea.stire of lis- 
tening. It is the speech of a student rath- 
er than of a statesman; of a speculative 
thinker rather than of a practical worker. 
Mr. Wadswoith is a man of many accom- 
plishments, gifted in speech and seductive 
aiii manner. His mind has been well-train- 
ed and is both clear and compicbensive. 
It is altogether idle to soy ho is all flash 
and flowers; he is both a logician and 
rhetorician; a man of wonderful intellect 
and mnrvelou-( cultivation. Any speech 
made by him would attract and deserve at- 
tention. The speech above alluded to is 
as Radical as Wendell Phillips could de- 
sire. It recognizes the progressive ten- 
dencies of Radicalism and is in full sym- 
pathy with it. It believes the negro is 
immovably an element of political power 
in our government, and comes out broadly 
for universal manhood suffrage. He treats 
the reconstruction policy of Congress as 
established, and while he does not indorse 
many steps in it, he argues that it is im- 
mutable and must bo accepted as a fact; 
that the Democracy even if in power, 
would be powerless to undo what lias been 
done. He thinks nothing can oppose the 
onward-sweeping tide of Republicanism, 
and that wc are raarebing on to -a Utopian 
destiny. His main doctrine is that rev- 
olutions never go backward; that victory 
gives all power to the conqueror and pla- 
ces the conquered at their feel; that the 
first compromise a revolution offers should 
always be accepted, not because it is just 
and right but because it is better always 
than the second. Ho therefore argues 
that the reconstruction acts, though uncon 
stitutional, should be adopted and accept- 
ed by the South because they are the best 
terms that the victor will grant the v.an- 
qiiishcd. These views arc ably and inge- 
niously presented. 

Some of Jlr. W’s. strictures on the 
Democratic party in Kentucky are unfor- 
tunately not without foundation, but when 
he arraigns the whole Democratic parly 
as being responsible for the war, he surely 
falls to remeuibcr the origin, progress and 
history of the abolition party with which 
in a later period of its growth, he has com 
pletcly identified himself, llo fails to re- 
call the services of those Democratic mem- 
bers of Congress with whom be served 
and who rendered such signal aid to the 
cause of constitutional liberty during the 
daik days of despotism; he omits to n.ame 
the thousands of Democrats who in the 
early period of the civil war gave up their 
lives for the integrity of the Union.

— As the candidates 
have all but one withdrawn, altboiigh an- 
other convention is prospectively announc- 
ed, the holding of which may be wise or

Another Attempt at Impeachment. 

It is stated that 'rhad. Stevens has pre- 
pared and will introduce into the House 
of Representatives four new articles of 
impeachment, concocted by himself, with' 
out consultation with his colleagues of 
either the Reconstruction or Impeachment 
Coniniiltee. 

'I'hese articles charge the President with 
abuse of the pardoning power, in issuing 
pardons to rebles and deserters from the 
Union army, for the especial purpose of se- 
curing their support of his schemes; also, 
abuse of the patronage of the Government, 
by inducing obstruction in the execution 
of the reconstruction laws of Congress; 
also, violation of the Constitution, in es- 
tablishing provisional governments in the 
South without the consent or advice oi 
Congress; and, lastly, in using corruptly 
th'e patronage of Ihe Goveiument to in- 
fluence the elections that have been held 
within the last three years. 

Mr. Stevens hardly expects to have an- 
other impeachment trial, but he hopes to 
have his impeachineiu articles referred to 
another impeachment committee, with 
power to take testimony, Ac., with a view 
to make up campaign documents out of the 
proceeds of the investigation.
